ing Them 3,600 Marks Selary 
as w State Employes.

BERLIN, Jan. 12.—Hundreds of mid- 
wives of Berlin’ and its surrounding 
towns invaded the Prussidn National 
Assembly yesterday to attend a hearing 
on, ‘the question whether obstetricians 
should’ henceforth énjoy a semi-offitial 
status and réceive, besides their mini- 
‘mum -fées,.an annual ‘salary of 3,600 
marks and have each her own exclusive 
sphere of employment. 

The measure was introduced by the 
Sotialists on the ground -that 100,000 
children had perished because the pro- 
letarian mothers had been. unable to ob- 
tain. proper - -advice and help from mid- 
wives. - 

So great was the interest of the mid- 
wives that soon ajl the galleries were 
filled, and even. the press gallery had 
to’ be opened to them. But the women 
ill réwarded the. Chairman’s courtesy 
by their noisy behavior, some even tak- 
ing an active part in the legislators’ dis-

There- 
upon all the midwives arose and became 
so. demonstrative that their chairman 
threatened to clear the gallery—an ac- 
tion which had a calming effect.

‘Appointment; the next step very likely 
would be.2 provision for the payment 
of salaries to members of the board. 
Unless Mr, Hares. is able to offer 
Bound reasons for such a change, that 
amendment should be defeated. - 

The Commissioner also proposes an 
amendment providing that fees shall 
be chatged for inspection, service and 
certificates of inspection. No such 
charge is now made. It is estimated 
that this amendment would impose a 
tax of from $200,000 to $250,000 
annually upon the owners of buildings 
in. which electrical work'is done. An 
examination of the enormous budget 
and its equally startling deficit may 
have suggested this new source of 
revenue. No argument is needed to 
show that it would be bad policy to 
put any new obstacle, even a slight 
one, in the way of the building in- 
dustry in New York City. _ : 

These amendments are opposed by 
the, Real Estate Board, by the Elec- 
trical Contractors’ Association, by the 
Board of Vire. Underwriters and by the 
Merchants’ Association. They appear 
tu be uncalled for and objectionable. 








THE BALLOON FLIGHT INQUIRY. 

In the naval court of inquiry that 
will be called under the. regulations 
to determine how and why Balloon 
A-5598 was lost it will. be in order to 
bring out and put in the record every 
circumstance relating to the voyage 
from Rockaway Park to the -Moose 
Factory district and the subsequent 
adventures and conduct of the balloon- 
ists. The Navy Department is capa- 
ble of making a thorough investiga- 
tion, and should be allowed to make 
one without interference or supervi- 
sion .by Congress, which has more 
public business than usual to attend 
to. The balloon ‘flight that ended 
without a tragedy in the Hudson’s Bay 
wilderness is not of sufficient impor- 
tance to warrant the intervention of 
Congress, although that does not seem 
to be the view held by Senator KING 
of Utah. There are aspects of the 
affair that the department is natu- 
rally concerned about: the purpose 
and arrangements of the flight, the 
scientific value and the management 
of it, the unseemly row between 
Lieutenants FarRRELL and HINTON at 
Mattice, and the question that has 
been raised of an intention to make 
an adventure of it and pecuniary 
profit out of an account of the ex- 
periences of the crew. 

From the. story of the flight frankly 
told by Lieutenant: SrmzpHmn A. Far- 
RELL it would appear that the balloon- 
ists were not equipped and rationed 
for an endurance test or for an ordeal 
in the Canadian wilderness. He him- 
self received only about an hour’s 
notice of the expedition. All that was 
given out about its object to the news- 
papers was an intimation that a 
practice flight was intended for the 
study of air currents. The instru- 
ments carried did not point to any 
serious scientific undertaking. ‘* It 
** was just a little balloon hop for us 
*“*to get practice and experience,’ 
FARRELL is quoted as saying. Appar- 
ently, Lieutenant Kuoor, the com- 
mander, was the only balloon officer. 
‘* HINTON had never been up in a 
balloon before.’"" The rations con- 
sisted of eight sandwiches and two 
thermos bottles of coffee. No water 
was carried, because a landing on the 
following. morning was contemplated. 
At 8 o'clock in the evening of the 
day of departure the voyages were 
over Wells, Hamilton County, and in 
the morning they sailed on before a 
brisk but not violent wind, being then 
far to the north of Wells. Lieutenant 
FARRELL says that they could have 
‘valved down [at Wells] and that 
** would have been the end. of the 
thing, but Kxioor wanted to keep 
** going and we were all agreeable.’’ 

The fascination of making a record 
doubtless carried them on until they 
found themselves over a wilderness 
and were ‘* worried some.” The end 
was a descent into a forest, and the 
balloonists who had started out so 
gayly were lost, with their lives in 
hazard. The Navy Department will 
give them credit for their pluck and 
persistence, but the duty is none the 
less peremptory to determine whether 
such a venture was authorized, 
whether in any sense it was necessary 
under the conditions of weather pre- 
vailing, and whether the flight was 
properly conducted,

Frices of certain sorts of coal are 
advanced.a shade on the excuse that 
buyers’ unbalanced takings make an 
abnormal scarcity. ‘The days are 
lengthening and the.cold is strength- 
ening, but the price of coal is not 
rising. That igs not because there is 
more coal, but, because the pani« is 
over. It was a real fright while it 
lasted, but it passed as soon as it was 
discovered that the Government was 
relaxing its measures for relief be- 
cause they were more nearly a cause 
than a remedy. The Government's 
priorities,“and orders that some dis- 
tricts should be supplied in. advence 
and preference and at certain prices, 
canceled coal contracts at lower prices 
and thus supplied the speculators with 
‘free’? coal sold to the highest bid- 
ders. When the bidding stopred there 
was not more coal, but there was 
cheaper coal and.:more coal than in 
any other year but one. 

Another emergency missing is the 
housing shortage, There are no more 
houses, but there are fewer evictions. 


‘The Legislature is in session, but there 


are no more demands for reljef, per- 
haps because of the miscarriage of the 
earlier statutory reliefs. Landlords 
and tenants have discovered that it 
was better for them to get together 
than to rely upon laws to put either at 
the mercy of the other. Resist the 
calamity monger and he will flee from 
you, is the maxim suggested by the 
missing emergencies. Also, it is an- 
cient wisdom that the Lord helps 
those who help themselves, If the 
troubles through which we have passed 
have reduced the disposition to look to 
Government for assistance, the miss- 
ing emergencies will not have been 
wasted while they were w:th us. 








THOSE BLONDE WOMEN. 

The passage of the Volstead act 
having failed to introduce the millen- 
nium, our moral protectors are con- 
strained to find other explanations for 
the continuing deplorability of these 
times. Satan was always an expert 
in disguises; he could change himself 
into a lttle black dog or a big black’ 
cat or a gentleman in red doublet 
and hose. No wonder the moralists 
are unable to decide which of his 
manifestations is still responsible for 
the existence of evil in human life.

SALES TAX OPPOSITION. 


The Difficulties Which Have Been 
Found by Experts. 
Ta the Editor of The New York Times: 
The position taken in your editorial 
article of Jan. 9, that the opponents of 
the general sales tax include. most of 








-these who have given particular study 


to the general aspects of taxation, is 
justified. Just as “experts” in finance 
oppose a. heavy tariff barrier, particu- 
larly at this time, just as ‘‘“experts’’ 
oppose the revival of the War Finance 
Corporation, so similar thought opposes 
any. serfous general sales tax. Promi- 
nent among these opponents is Dr. T. 8. 
Adams, general tax adviser of. the 
Treasury Department since 1917, former- 
ly Chairman of the Advisory Tax Board, 
one who is remarkably free from. per- 
sonal: bias and combines with wide 
learning rich expérience in the. actual 
administration of tax laws, State and 
Federal. The Tax Committee of the 
National Industrial. Conference Board 
heard advocates and opponents. of the 
sales tax fully and imparttally; the 
committee was composed of hard-headed 
representatives of industry, and, in the 
light of practical business experience, 
concluded that the general sales tax was 
unwarranted. The committee was not 
coerced, but it was convinced. 

. Do you not underestimate the diffi- 
culty in the general sales tax program 
presented by the multiple-process in- 
dustry? Under the fncome and profits 
tax laws there is no discrimination 
against the single process industry; the 
tax of each industrial unit depends on 
its profits, not on the form or number 
of the transactions by which the profit 
ig realized. Thus, if separate concerns 
each perform one process in a produc- 
tion cycle, each pays a tax on the profita 
from that one process, while if a great 
concern performs a number of processes 
it now pays a tax ‘on the total. profit 
derived from each process. Under a 


turnover tax, however, the goods pass-- 


ing through small units would be many 
times subjected to a tax that applies 
but once to the integrated enterprise. 
The fact that the small units have, aa 
you point out, been able to.survive is 
@ reason not for, but against, levying 
a discriminatory tax upon them. 

General sales tax advocates fail t6 
reckon with the reality that this tax 
will be heavy. What counts with the 
business man is net, not gross, and 
reckoned in terms of net income the 
smallest tax on turnover may run up to 
ag much as 50 per cent. The placing 
of this heavy burden, without reference 
to ability to pay, upon businesses not 
equally able to shift the tax seems cal- 
culated td cause disaster to many, even 
of the resourceful. 

As to the idea that the opponents of 
the tax confine themselves to theory 
while the advocates take into account 
practical considerations, is it not frankly 
@ question of theory “ against theory, 
rather than of theory against practice? 
Neither side has a monopoly upon any 
particular brand of truth. May we not 
recall Sydney Smith’s definition of or- 
thodoxy: “* Orthodoxy is my ‘doxy’; 
beterodoxy is your ‘ doxy.’ "’? \

PARIS, Jan; 12.—The new. French lux 
ury tax law divides hotels into two 
classes: hotels de luxe and ordinary 
hotels. ...Hotels..de - luxe. must ‘pay the 
Government a tax on their receipts. The 


idea of the lawmakers was that the rich 
Frenchmen and wealthy tourists who 
stopped at the. palatial establishments 
could. well afford to contribute to the 
support of the Government; whereas it 
was not désired to tax the hotels used’ 
by less fortunate,folk who lived per- 
manently in smaller hotels or who used 
them in their travels. 

‘However, the hotel preprietors of the 
district of Mans complained to the Goy- 
ernment that the, local tax authorities 
didn’t know the difference between a. ho- 
tel de luxe and an ordinary hotel.

Finds Growing,’ Diepgsitson Arde 
Producers and Sellers to Sub- 

mit to Reductions. 


In discussing the’ business outlook yes- 
terday Judge Blbert H. ‘Gary,’ Chair- 
man of the Board of the United States 
Steel Corporation, sounded a decidedly 
optimistic note. It was his opinion that 
there’ was nothing of an unfavorable 
nature on the horizon. He told, how- 
ever, that further. decreases in selling 
prices were necessary in certain lines, 
but added that there was a growing dis- 
position on the part of ‘producers, and 
sellers .to submit to such ‘reductt ions as 
were, necessary to bring a return to 
normal volume of business. 

With relation to the steel industry he 
said that the buying of the moment was 
being done from the standpoint of neces- 
pa but the Steel Corporation had been 

ble to secure a satisfactory volume of 
business considering the times, and he 


would enable the corporation to continue 
the payment of interest and the usual 
dividends. 

“‘T think I am justified?’ said Judge 
Gary,, ‘in saying. that.so far as my 
information extends, there is nothing 
unfdvorable on the business horizon. 
Certainly at present the tendency is 
tuward improved . business conditions. 
This does. not... necessarily. “mean that 
there is a. decided increasé ,in volume, 
but it does mean that the general aspect, 
~including the temper of business men, ‘is 
better. If that continues we are certain 


comparatively short time. 


dullness in.some lines is that the pur- 
chasing public is waiting for such in- 
formation as will influence them to con- 
clude. bottom prices have been reachéd.: 
It should be evident to every one that 
in certain lines or departments further 
decreases in selling prices are necessary, 
and therefore likely to be reached. I 
have heard of cases ‘where lower prices 
have been fixed by retailers than the 
prices they paid to the wholesalers for 
the same goods, which shows a disposi- 
tion to make adjustments, which have 
been determined upon for the purpose of 
computing readjustments, promptly dis- 
posing of stocks and of getting into a 
financial position which will enable the 
retailers to proceed in the.regular way. 

‘But another important thing to be 
remembered is that a reasonable ‘supply 
of the necessities of life of themselves 
involves large expenditures of money, 
and in this country, unlike most other 
countries, there is enough money to 
make purchases for that purpose. Even 
though people generally are economical, 
as they ought to be, and I hope will. be, 
still they shouid ‘and -will make’ enough 
purchases. to supply their necessities as 
to bring a-substantial prosperity.*
